The roster of the association presents some other thought- 
provoking data. It shows, for example, that the original Pit- 
man Shorthand has split up into forty-one varieties. (See Offi- 
cial Report, 1920, page 40.) This fact suggests another perti- 
nent question. Why are there so many modifications of the 
original? The answer is quite simple and also quite convincing. 
“Changes” and “improvements” and “modifications” in a system 
are the result of discovered weaknesses by practical users—a 
recognized need for something better. The greater the number 
of developed defects, the greater the number of variations. 


In support of this conclusion is the fact that the Standardiza- 
tion Committee of the association has been working for years 
to reduce suggested improvements to a workable basis. Inci- 
dentally, the labors of this body of earnest, practical reporters 
of high professional ideals, striving conscientiously for years to 
improve Pitmanic Shorthand (but without tangible result), are 
about the most conclusive proof of the inadequacy of the Pit- 
manic shorthand that could be offered. It explains why so few’ 
reporters use the original system, and why it ranks next to the 
lowest in reporter representation among the Pitmanic systems 
of consequence-—the lowest being the Munson, which more closely 
approaches the Isaac Pitman in general characteristics than 
any other.

The speed and legibility of a short- 
hand was never more convincingly demonstrated. 


If speed and accuracy in shorthand writing are essential quali- 
fications for a shorthand reporter, then there is not an argument 
left against Gregg Shorthand. Mr. Schneider defeated the best 
that the Pitmanic writers could produce, and he is the youngest 
and least experienced writer to win the championship. 


Why Few Schools Teach 
The Oldest Pitmanic System? 


The oldest Pitmanic system in America—Isaac Pitman Short- 
hand—is taught in the high schools of but 2 per cent of the 
cities and towns of the United States whose high schools teach 
shorthand. May not the experience of the schools parallel the 
experience of the reporters? 


The status of Gregg Shorthand, which came into the field 
half a century after the original Pitmanic system, is in striking 
contrast. It is taught in the high schools of 87 per cent of the

FOR THOSE HIGH PLACES. willingness 
give all they have, openness suggestions and criti- 
cisms, keen and pervading realization spiritual values 
and talent for administrative duties are not the only 
requisites for the leaders men. Mr. Thomas Nelson 
Page, his Dante lecture, points out another, and not the 
least—though often the least valued because the 
least understood: 

“If asked what poet has with education 
this practical age when action put forth the great 
desideratum education, let said that only those 
are ‘captains’ who have their imaginations expanded. The 
poet has all with education. is, fact, the 
great world educator. One only can educator 
high order his imagination expands. only those 
who have imagination that can attain the highest pin- 
nacles human intellect.” 

From this point view imagination means the ability 
see things big way, their larger outlines, 
their potentiality well their actuality. 
teachers need it; and our superiors need it. Our holy 
founders had copious plenty. is, ought be, 
portion our heritage. 

not show imagination when are rule-of-thumb 
men the class-room and administrative offices. And 
are rule-of-thumb men when never look anywhere 
but backward, when are most intent asking, “Has 
this thing been done before,?” when persistently keep 
our headlight the rear platform. Your rule-of-thumb 
man timid and perplexed the face new 
increased and unusual demands; often does his best 
ignore their existence. 

spirits like Dante must go—Dante and 
Shakespeare and the rest that shining host seers— 
would develop our imagination, would learn 
see things large and vital way, would make our- 
selves capable looking ahead and facing new conditions 
frankly and not liviag fool’s paradise our own 
cowardice and petty When the ostrich, accord- 
ing the popular legend, hides his head the sand, 
doubtless experiences wonderful sense security; but 
who wants ostrich? 


RIDICULE. Certain very earnest ladies and gen- 
tlemen have viewed with alarm rather manifest tendency 
poke fun national prohibition and have organized 
the endeavor persuade newspapers and moving pic- 
tures and theaters from exploiting jokes bearing the 
evasions the anti-liquor law. They argue that prohi- 
bition now part our national legislation, our 
very Constitution; and that encourage disrespect for 
the Eighteenth Amendment encourage disrespect 
for our Government itself. 

Undoubtedly, irresponsible levity and the spirit ir- 
reverence one the most deplorable characteristics 
the times which live and every thoughtful citizen, 
and especially every conscientious teacher, should his 
utmost inspire reverent attitude toward things and 
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persons and conditions worthy reverence. But the 
same time might well face the fact that you can’t 
prevent people from making fun thing simply tell- 
ing them not to. 

The satirist sometimes shabby figure, but plays 
unimportant role history. Not infrequently, 
the case Juvenal and Dean Swift, achieves liter- 
ary distinction and therefore immortality. And ridicule, 
when used and not abased, powerful and legitimate 
weapon. Some very good Catholics have employed 
most effectively—Louis Veuillot, for instance, and Car- 
dinal Newman and St. John Chrysostom and Tertullian. 
And may not say that one the most potent sources 
the discomfiture the Pharisees old was ridicule 
heaped upon their practices Our Lord Himself? 

Ridicule sometimes the only weapon left the hands 
the victims oppression and tyranny. But 
magic blade, for never makes deep wounds save when 
its cause just. Blatant infidels have now and then 
sought ridicule Almighty God, but they have never 
succeeded, for God Infinitely Perfect and therefore im- 
mune from ridicule. The Catholic Church has been at- 
tacked the same way and from the trial has come 
forth unscathed. just and holy above 
ridicule. 

Bullies—including spiritual bullies—wince ridicule, 
because ridicule penetrates their vulnerable points; 
smites them where they are weakest. read not long 
ago occurrence Irish town during the hostili- 
ties between the Irish Republican Army and the British 
forces. group English soldiers rode down the street 
automobile enclosed with heavy wire netting. 
old woman shouted them: “The Boers put kahki, 
and the Dutchmen put tin hats, but took the Irish 
put cages!” Now that was ridicule; and from the 
pornt view Lloyd George must have appeared 
most disrespectful. 

There are jokes about national prohibition, some 
them very delectable jokes. And for the most part those 
who perpetrate them and those who applaud them have 
National Constitution. The point the bulk prohi- 
bition jokes, not the authority the law, but the ab- 
surdities some the means enforcing and the 
undignified tactics many the anti-liquor enthusiasts. 
thing can funny, person can make himself ridicu- 
lous, irrespective associations. bishop chasing his 
cobbler engaged the same pursuit. 

Nevertheless, the ridicule widely leveled the men 
who seek enforce national prohibition re- 
gretted, for produces bad impression the unthink- 
ing. But, have said, you can’t silence legis- 
lation; history teaches anything, certainly shows 
that. 

who labor the classroom know that not all the 
authority the world can prevent the incompetent 
teacher the unprincipled disciplinarian eht unjust 
principal from being ridiculed. But there are teachers 
and school officials who are never the objects juvenile 
witticism. And why? Because they not lay them- 
selves open such attacks. 

Let our reformers and our defenders the Constitu- 
tion ponder this preachment: “The only way 
ridicule not make yourself ridiculous. 


MANNER AND MOOD. “Poetry and Religion,” 
Professor George Santayana Harvard University, 
book that cannot wholly recommended.

And the legend, came the ears and blazed 
the fervid imagination Brother Dalmatius, the 
youngest the novices, was this: Every Christmas, 
just the priest commenced the Midnight Mass, the 
little waxen image the Infant Jesus reposing the 
straw the chapel manger would gradually become 
transfused with innner glow and the little eyes 
would open and the little lips would smile and the little 
arms woud reach out with the Divine yearning the 
Christ Child; and the little body would ‘grow ruddy 
with the fire great and tender affection until the 
image seemed mass Heavenly flame. But this mir- 
aculous transformation would apparent each year 
but one all the Brothers, him who during the pre- 
ceding twelve months had most completely performed 
the Holy Will God and most consummately pleased 
the Divine Boy. And each the Brothers, the old and 
the young, the brilliant and the dull, the veteran and 
the novice, each hoped, with that daring expectancy that 
only the heart the very humble can conceive, that the 
vision the Burning Babe might vouchsafed unto 
him. 

The novitiate Brother Dalmatius was almost com- 
pleted; and during all the days that novitiate the 
young neophyte had been looking forward this Christ- 
mas Night. Would behold the Burning Babe? Surely 
had striven good novice, yea the best novice, 
the most regular, the most the most obedient, 
the most mortified.

St. Jerome smiting his narrow breast with stone the 
better overcome the lusts the flesh, St. Peter 
Alcantara dwelling cell too low for him stand erect, 
too narrow for him lie full length, and very cold 
that the holy man would open the door the winter blast 
order obtain semblance warmth.

position until his bones fairly ached, resisting the im- 
pulse look. hither and yon, killing his tongue the 
apt reply, the ready explanation. For all these things 
were him proofs that truly loved God, that was 
following faithfully the footsteps his Lord. And the 
thought them made him almost confident that should 
this night behold the Burning Babe. 

Distractions will come, even the most fervent novice, 
and toward the end the meditation period the at- 
tention Brother Dalmatius wandered the novice who 
knelt beside him, the stout and lazy and easy-going Bro- 
ther Vivian. dear old Brother who taught the 
younger men French used shake his head sadly over 
Brother Vivian and pronounce him “mauvais sujet;” and 
the exposition community faults Brother Vivian was 
almost weekly charged with being “dissipated.” this 
moment, half sitting and half Brother Vivian 
was smiling little vacantly and looking straight ahead 
him with half-closed eyes; and Brother Dalmatius, with 
that amazing sureness judgment which characterizes 
the very young the house the Lord, peremptorily 
decided that, whatever might fall, poor Brother Vivian 
would ‘never see the vision.

Brother Dalmatius back from his momentary mental 
wandering; and the Holy Sacrifice began, looked 
earnestly, expectantly, appealing toward the little crib and 
the figure the Infant. But nothing happened. The 
little waxen image remained creamy white, the little arms 
motionless, the little eyes tranqulily closed. who had 
striven earnestly the way self-denial, had received 
another opportunity for sacrifice.

More than twenty years rolled and Brother Dal- 
matius found himself Christmas Night the novitiate 
chapel once again.

man Rule.” This phrase—as moments great 
external quiet phrases are wont do—rose tonight un- 
awares from the store his subconscious mind and mo- 
mentarily took possession his thinking faculties. And 
its light reviewed his cares and activities and devout 
ambitions the past year. Yes, ambitions. And 
could dwell upon the word without self-reproach for not 
even his almost preternaturally acute conscience could as- 
sociate his ambitions with any reproach self-seeking 
self-love. Years ago, this very chapel, had laid his 
life sacrifice upon the altar the Lord; and one 
could accuse him—he could not even accuse himself—of 
having the crept back pluck away any part 
that which had dedicated unto God. The honors 
and privileges incidental his position superior 
had consistently ignored, the cares and the worries had 
willingly and wholeheartedly embraced aad cherished. 
was man Rule. 

The Rule the Brothers the Divine Boyhood had 
been written with much care and thought and prayer 
the holy founder. Divine inspiration, the older Brothers 
claimed and the younger Brothers implicity believed, had 
descended upon the pen the saintly scribe; and Mother 
Church had given that Rule her cordial approbation. The 
Rule was sound and reliable way life for the Bro- 
thers, light their minds and guide their feet, 
standard perfection, guage spiritual progress. 

But Brother Dalmatius—especially during this past 
strenuous year his provincialship—the rule had been 
much more. had been letters carven the Divine 
Finger upon tablets stone and blazoned amid the thun- 
ders Sinai. had been the alpha and omega his 
endeavors, the be-all and the end-all his existence. Its 
letter and its spirit were alike him important, and 
equally important; and was his repeatedly avowed con- 
viction who had departed from even its minutest 
and most casual precept had become guilty outraging 
the entire code. His finer instincts, his nobler feelings, 
his most generous impulses—all had vigorously cast 
aside when there was question the Rule. knew 
had wounded sensitive natures, knew had discour- 
aged timorous souls, knew had crushed and blighted 
opening flowers beauty and goodness. the knowl- 
edge was him source complacency, for all these 
things had done preserve, defend, yea avenge, 
the Rule. This form had his love God taken; and per- 
chance—for again the time was drawing ‘nigh unto the 
annual manifestation the Burning Babe—his reward 
might vouchsafed him even this very night.

The choir was singing the familiar Christmas hymns 
and Midnight Mass had begun before Brother Dalmatius 
recovered from the shock occasioned that outragious 
violation both the letter and the spirit the Rule; and 
little sadly remembered that had not seen the 
Burning Babe this night because had for the moment 
been too indignant look toward the chapel manger. 
Well, was holy anger and zeal for the house the 
Lord. And that poor weak religious who had— 

What was this? Old Brother Vantasius was half risen 
from his knees, his arms outstretched, his head thrown 
back; and from his tremulous lips fell falteringly but with 
note ecstasy the time hallowed expression faith 
and wonderment and all-consuming love, “My Lord and 


God!” 


Thirty years later, and, now superannuated religious, 
Brother Dalmatius knelt meditation before the Mid- 
night Mass the dear old novitiate chapel. And, 
the way with men longer young, his meditation was 
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“Go, therefore, teach all nations.” Such was the com- 
mand Our Blessed Lord His Apostles; and such 
the command which the Church founded Him has 
unceasingly urged upon her ye.” Jesus 
Christ was the world’s Teacher Paramount; His public 
life was essentially teaching life. The Church has been 
consistent teaching institution from the beginning; in- 
deed, her own technical language, her vast organiza- 
tion may reduced the Ecclesia docens and the 
Ecclesia docentes—the Church Teaching and the Church 
Taught. 

But, every man who gives himself the service 
Christ and His Church—every priest, every religious, 
every zealous layman—may considered general 
sense teacher, the specific office teaching accpteed 
the members what are known the teaching con- 
gregations, one which the Institute the Brothers 
the Christian Schools. The Brothers, familiarly known 
the Christian Brothers, are not priests, are not aspir- 
ants the priesthood, are not unsuccessful candidates for 
the priesthood; they are religious educators, they are 
specialists teaching.

teachers they must men character, and they must 
men possessed scholarship and technical skill. 

The bigger and broader and deeper the man is, the bet- 
ter the teacher. And so, order become and 
more manly men, the Brothers take upon themselves the 
obligations the religious life. They make the vows 
poverty, chastity, and obedience; they secure the salutary 
discipline living community accordance with the 
dictates rule life approved Holy Mother Church; 
and much their time they devote prayer and other 
religious exercises order that they may secure and con- 
serve the spirit Christ, the Perfect Man and the Per- 
fect Teacher. 

Efficient teaching impossible unless the teacher 
man scholarship and culture, and the training 
the Brothers includes copious provision for study and self- 
refinement. Their course study begins the Prepara- 
tory Novitiate, and does not terminate even when the 
Brothers receive their university degrees. Their life 
life study not less than life prayer, for both prayer 
and study are essential order that they may “teach all 
nations” the spirit Jesus Christ. 

Character and scholarship are indispensable for the 
teacher, but not teacher unless likewise possess 
technical skill; and the Christian Brothers devote them- 
selves very special way the study the history 
education, the philosophy education, the psychology 
education, and the methodology education, the bet- 
ter learn intimately and practically the art teach- 
ing. Nothing that educational can foreign them. 
Their rules, written their founder, that eminent Chris- 
tian educator, St. John Baptist Salle, lay down the 
principles which the Brothers must follow their study 
education and their classroom procedure. 

must hence apparent every unprejudiced mind 
that the calling the Christian Brother not lacking 
importance, nobility, opportunity, temporal and 
eternal rewards.

The average school life our state teachers 
three years; they not remain long enough with it, 
general, gather skill from the experience; their educa- 
tional standards and principles are drawn almost wholly 
from biological findings, and are the shifting sands: for 
lack men teachers, the boy is, sense, feminized, di- 
rected masculine ways with feminine outlook, trained 
with offsided appreciation his rugged physical and 
mental self, and with express appreciation the 
supernatural, being more and more assumed that sci- 
entific nursing, medical and motherly care, university 
approved dietary, and pleasing physical environment 
generally, are the vital things, the things openly said 
have been slighted our gigantic pedagogic forbears. 

The boy hence likely brought up, and fact 
very often brought up, with but slight vital conception 
what actually is. His teacher has never felt, thought, 
aspired feels, thinks, and aspires. Coming into the 
fulness his powers hence frequently impelled 
accept essential Gospel standards goodness unmanly, 
womanish; and his fruits know him only too 
often and too well. 

Feminine tutorship not the ideal for the boys’ gram- 
mar grades, authoritative declare; but 
are entering the tragic stage attempting the 
feminization the boys’ high school and reform school. 
Justification for the condition comes with the explanation 
that impossible secure sufficiency qualified 
men teachers. And while can censure one for 
doing the best possible, the situation must ever prove 
unhappy makeshift. All which emphasizes the im- 
portance the teaching brotherhoods the Church; 
their members are expected not only qualified teach- 
ers, but religiously qualified teachers, whose basic peda- 
gogy the philosophy the Gospel. 

Infelicitous must the future our reform schools 
and other penal institutions where the influence men 
ability and character must yield before the theories 
suffragette and social-worker. Indeed, the political social- 
work has already succeeded, some the penal insti- 
‘tutions, tieing the manly hand teacher and disci- 
plinarian, and maudling sentimentality and feminine em- 
piricism are registering effectively, with the result that 
least one reputable retired superintendent could say: “If 
were judge would never see boy one those 
places, for could certain that did not enter 
criminal would return one. There discipline; 
feminine theories and the political and social influence 
their creators make impossible.” 

Fundamentally, therefore, the school the teacher, and 
the only way make our boys’ schools ordinary and 
extraordinary, normal and abnormal—more efficient 
secure men teachers, but men character and cul- 
ture and technical skill. Who dares deny the importance 
task admittedly needed and once difficult? 

secure such men, develop such men, furnish 
congenial environment for such men, the aim the 
Brothers the Christian Schools. And that eminent- 
essential work the Brothers, from the beginning, have 
been assisted and encouraged the Church, 
one its Supreme Pontiffs even urging them regard 
themselves, not trailers the apostolic procession, but 
veritable leaders, officers highest ranking. Pope

dict XIV, has graciously and insistently extended them 
tokens most fatherly solicitude.

VALUES FOR THE SUPERVISOR AND THE 
TEACHER.—Standardized tests are decided value 
the supervisor, principal general administrator, because 
they afford the most reliable measure the progress 
class and the efficiency the teacher. Many studies 
such those Elliott?, Ruediger and 
have been made effort produce reliable score- 
card teacher’s worth. Such qualities personality, 
voice, appearance, address, etc., are enumerated, and the 
attempt made weight these qualities with their ap- 
propriate values. With all due credit their helpfulness 
means refining the supervisor’s estimate, the 
judgment the writer they miss the very heart the 
question which they seek answer. For not 
these qualities that the effectiveness teacher can 
determined but rather the actual results secured. 

ful study, has aptly said: perfectly groomed teacher 
perfect physical proportions working with perfectly 
graded children perfect physical environment may 
and often does use perfectly good methods perfectly 
futile way.” address the Atlantic City meeting 
the National Association Directors Educational 
Research, Assistant Superintendent Allison Chicago, 
stated that was his belief that “the correlation between 
personal appearance and teaching ability was zero act- 
negative.” Another speaker the same meeting 
expressed the same thought slightly different but not 
less witty manner when said: “The homely girls 
make the principles work, while the pretty ones work the 
principals—p-l-e-s and p-a-l-s, please note.”

The 
number carefully selected objective standardized tests 
will count more heavily with group impartial judges 
than the subjective valuation teacher’s efficacy which 
any supervisor may make—no matter how many years 
the service may boast, how positive dogmatic 
superiorty the definite objective measure the sub- 
jective estimate conjecture individual. Such 
objective measurements are value not only the 
supervisor general administrator, but they find there 
special serviceableness help which they give the 
teacher herself. They are means self-help, self- 
correction and self-improvement. This latter 
cularly wholesome inasmuch the teacher perceives 
that the measurement rests not the subjective con- 
caption the supervisor but the objective basis 
fact. The type rivalry moreover which these measure- 
ments encourage both the teacher and the pupil 
the more healthy surpass oneself one’s 
own record. 

FACILITATES RESEARCH.—The comparative effi- 
cacy various methods teaching, different kinds 
text-books, and other kindred problems, can now 
determined with greater accuracy than ever before 
means standardized educational measurements.

other teachers. The standards such tests are definite 
objective aims stated way that both teacher and 
pupil can understand. The value definite standard 
can hardly overestimated. shall show later 
furnishes strong motive. also guides one’s efforts. 
makes possible economy time limiting training. 
The use standardized tests directs attention the 
results which are attained. Too often attention 
has been focused upon the method being used rather 
than upon the results. third advantage due the 
fact that the patrons the school are interested 
definite statements results, particularly when those 
results can compared with recognized standards. Many 
objections teacher school have been answered 
the accurate measurement results.”

the great cause perfecting such standardization 
educational measures, hundreds, and during the past 
decade particularly, thousands men and women have 
devoted their energies and persevering toil. The patient 
study, the pains-taking investigations, the keen analysis, 
the years unremitting labor and ripe experience 
many talented workers have not been barren results. 
body standardized educational tests, scales, and 
measurements have already been produced. More are 
being constantly devised and fhe present ones are being 
further refined and improved. Concerning the significance 
this contribution, Charles the most 
prominent the scientific students education, wrote 
1918: 

“The effort lay down investigation satisfactory 
standards school work one the most productive 
lines. educational inquiry which has ever been instituted. 
Like all great movements, this movement standard- 
ization has been misunderstood and opposed, but 
steadily gaining ground and promises the largest 
contribution this generation education.” 


ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT MOVEMENT. 

Yet this great movement rich present accomplish- 
ments and the promise even greater fruitfulness has 
had win its way the face opposition which 
almost smothered its very birth. Leonard 
himself national figure educational science, thus 
vividly describes the orgin and striking progress the 
movement measure educational products:

New ideals have arisen and 
new standards have been established, 
that today appreciably higher 
quality music demanded than 
has heretofore found acceptance 
our schools, when music was regard- 
merely “filler in.” Old and 
popular melodies, songs mus- 
ical worth were considered good 
enough not many years ago, when 
the educational value music was 
not recognized nor its pedagogical 
worth realized. 

the outset let stated that 
not every teacher able teach 
music the children. The teacher 
singing our schools should 
specially trained for her work. She 
dealing with instrument the 
most exquisite delicacy—the 
voice. Unless the teacher under- 
stands thoroughly and 
importance her work, the possi- 
bilities for harm are unlimited. The 
importance using the child-voice 
correctly will not suggest itself 
the ordinary teacher, and the grave 
consequences following its incorrect 
use are not thought sufficiently 
those authority.

NATIONAL CATHOLIC WELFARE COUNCIL EDUCATION 


Catholic Clubs State Universities and Other Secular Institutions 


NOTE:—The following taken from paper Professor 
duPont Coleman, the College the City New 
York, who President the Federation College Catholic 
Clubs. response requests being received the 
Bureau Education the National Catholic Welfare Council 
for information concerning Catholic Clubs secular institu- 
tions higher MONAHAN, Director. 

Catholic clubs have been organized nearly one hundred 
non-Catholic universities, colleges, and normal schools the 
United States. Many them are now fifteen twenty years 
old, and have done excellent work. They are organized, among 
other places, Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Pennsylvania, Cor- 
nell, Columbia and some the largest State universities. 

Some them are known simply “the Catholic Club;” 
others are named after such men Brownson and Pasteur, 
Catholic leaders thought; but the great majority are tending 
adopt uniform name which ought soon known all 
over the country standing for firm and definite type 
character—the name John Henry Cardinal Newman. There 
good reason for was the man who under God 
did more than any other spread the Faith the English- 
speaking world the last hundred years. was the man 
who Oxford, more than fifty years ago, was pioneer 
caring for those our youth who for one reason other 
been obliged seek their higher education other than 
Catholic institutions. 

There should club this kind every non-Catholic 
institution higher learning where our people are. Organi- 
zation the watchword the day. have known its value 
business and politics for good while; but the war brought 
the lesson home everybody. would never have won 
the war everyone had gone along his own little private 
way, without co-ordination. We, Catholics, are still en- 
gaged great war—a war against unbelief, immorality and 
lawlessness. this war there has been armistice. The 
need organization just great ever. 

Even if, institution, Catholic, students not happen 
often have listen teaching which directly contradicts 
casts slur upon that the Catholic Church—people know 
little more about than they did fifty years ago, and are 
rather more careful what they say—there still need for 
Newman Club. not primarily now negative and de- 
fensive movement, was first, when the sole thought 
the organizers was protect the faith Catholic students 
amid unsympathetic surroundings. now rather posi- 
tive nature. enrollment loyal Catholic men 
women for shoulder-to-shoulder work; means the enlist- 
ment. well-organized body, those who are not content 
mere passengers the ship, but are willing take 
shoveling coal and getting steam. 

Amidst the difficult problems this reconstruction period, 
the leaders our nation ought found among Catholics, 
because start with clear and definite ideal social jus- 


tice and human brotherhood; and among Catholics none are 
well fitted take the lead those who have had the 
benefit college education. But they must organized 
and trainrd for this work; they must have learned some- 
thing return for all they have received. And during the im- 
portant formative years college life the Newman Club will 
give them what they need. 

will help make the Church among the students 
the non-Catholic majority. Cardinal Bourne, head the 
English Hierarchy, speaking last summer the Catholic stu- 
dents the national universities, said: will form 
element the Catholic life the nation growing and 
incalculable value. Even students they will, they are 
faithful the practices and ideals their 
right, exercise definite influence their fellow-students 
who are not Catholics. They will able, both word and 
example, set forth those principles life and conduct, 
based the Catholic faith, which many nowadays are 
willing accept, even though they have not received the 
grace accept that faith itself.” 

The Catholic Club should include every Catholic student 
and instructor the institution. should get touch with 
every Catholic freshman, and like big brother big 
sister him her. The Club should stand there, ready 
take interest their welfare, every phase it, and make 
them feel that they are not away from home, because the 
Church there. 

should social, recreational, and welfare organization 
—not simply religious association. should take active 
part all college affairs, creating healthy public opinion, 
supporting the administration all desirable activities, and 
helping discountenance the undesirable. 

Club should have home—the ideal condition where 
fine, well-equipped building the centre its activities, both 
religious and social, as, for example, Berkely Toronto 
But where this not possible, the college authorities will 
undoubtedly permit the Club use some lecture-room for 
meetings; there will parish hall, Knights Co- 
lumbus Building, where you will made welcome. 

The Club should see that some means are provided for the 
religious instruction its members, supplementing that com- 
ing from regular attendance Church—to deal with philoso- 
phical, historical, and sociological questions way specially 
suited college men and women. For religious instructions, 
some the larger universities, the Bishops have appointed 
chaplains whose whole time devoted the Catholic stu- 
dents. others, the local parish priest one his assist- 
ants gives much time can helping and advising 
them. The local parish priest will able advise what 
best any particular case.

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AMERICAN STUDENTS’ LACK SERIOUSNESS

When the Young Lady Who Goes College came home 
the other day she told with great glee the way the 
French professor had lectured his class (of which she 
member) that morning. 

The professor, she said, was very angry because the 
poor showing his class had made recent examination;

“The trouble with this college,” said the professor, “is 
the trouble with nearly all the larger colleges the 
United States. Its students devote too much time 
athletic and social life and not enough study.

Study something put off long pos- 
sible, attend hurriedly possible, and get 
finished with soon possible. Dances, parties, amateur 
theatricals, athletics, these are more importance this 
college than the studies for which the college supposed 
exist.

young people who are entirely uninterested? can 
teach young women who are thinking the party they 
attended the night before, who are looking forward 
the party they will attend after the day the class? 


“The trouble with the American mind that too 
much taken with things that are little im- 
portance development—that are indeed 
detriment the advance the student the road 
knowledge. often wonder the American fathers and 
mothers who send their sons and daughters college really 
want them learn anything!

course. found myself,” says he, “in absolutely new 
atmosphere. Whoever has known American students for 
any length time will concede, think, that their abound- 
ing energy exercised some other field than that 
which they find themselves professional contact with 
their teachers. The French students seem different 
stripe.” 


These French students, Professor Wendell says 
book, take their college life with the greatest seriousness. 
College them preparation for life, and they 
waste any their precious years merely amusing them- 
selves. They not college acquire that vague 
thing called “culture,” but prepare themselves for .some 
definite career the future. Hence the seriousness with 


which they take their studies compared with the youth 
America.

The 
task every school rouse the pupils realization 
the necessity study. Our high schools are filled with 
young people whose teachers wonder why they were ever 
sent there, since they show inclination all the 
work required them. The high schools have become 
miniature colleges far the frivolities go, and athletics 
and social functions seem more importance than the 
curriculum. 


Happily our Catholic high schools this tendency 
ape the colleges their social activities not followed, 
but more serious purpose studies would not hurt most 
them. can not help being like our neighbors 
the other schools, some respects. breathe the same 
air and imbibe the same traditions. can not help tak- 
ing our cue and our color very largely from the major 
group. 

Our Catholic schools are supposed independent. 
are free from State public can theo- 
curricula and methods. But the fact that the public 
school sets the pace and makes the fashion for our schools, 
and whether like not must quite largely con- 
form the public school model. 


The public school, the other hand, conforms the 
wishes the people who support it. reflects public 
morals and’ public enlightenment. reflects public fads 
and the passing hysterias the public mind. Study not 
serious thing the public; study not 
seriously the young folks school. When the World 
Series question, everybody interested, and every 
city and town the United States crowds surround the 
bulletin boards the newspapers.

The shepherd cares for the 
sheep, leads them the best pastures and the streams 
water where they may drink, keeps them from danger, 
and protects them from wolves and other enemies. The 
little lambs are more helpless than the sheep and especially 
need the tender watchfulness the shepherd. any 
the sheep lambs are hurt, the shepherd cares for them 
and nurses them back health and strength. 

the picture called “The Good Shepherd,” Plock- 
horst, the shepherd stands the center with his sheep gath- 
ered around him.

THE ARTIST 

Bernhard Plockhorst, modern German painter, was born 
Brunswick, Germany, 1825. began his studies 
Brunswick and from there went Berlin and afterwards 
Dresden. both cities studied lithography. His 
natural bent, however, soon led him painting, and 
made his way Munich. studied the studio 
Piloty for some time and then went Paris, where for 
year was pupil Thomas Couture. 1854 com- 
menced his travels, going Holland and Belgium and 
afterwards Italy, where spent much time Venice 
studying the paintings the Venetians. Upon his return 
settled for while Leipsic. was professor the 
Weimar Art School from 1866 1869, and received gold 
medal Berlin 1858. finally fixed his residence 
Berlin. His field work portrait painting and pictures 
religious themes. For his religious subjects prefers 
Bible stories legends. 

His first important picture was “Mary and John Return- 
ing from the Grave Jesus,” picture which its dignity 
and deep feeling gave promise future which was hardly 
fulfilled, although “John Comforting Mary After the Death 
Jesus,” which appeared soon after, was received with great 
favor. painted altar piece for the cathedral Marien- 
werder.

stomachs collected every month the year from states, 
the district Columbia and Canada. The real food com- 
posed 24.3 per cent animal matter and 75.7 per cent 
vegetable matter. The animal food chiefly made 
with few spiders, myriapods, snails and small verte- 
brates, such fish, salamanders, tree-frogs, mice and birds. 
Everything was carefully examined which might any pos- 
sibility indicate that birds eggs had been eaten, but remains 
birds were found only two, and the shells small birds’ 
eggs three the 292 stomachs. One these, taken 
February 10, contained the bones, claws, and little skin 
bird’s foot. Another, taken June 24, contained re- 
mains young bird. The three stomachs with birds’ eggs 
were collected June, August and October. The shell eaten 
October belonged the egg some larger bird like the 
Grouse, and, considering the time the year, was 
undoubtedly merely empty shell from old nest.

HOLIDAY WORK DOMESTIC ART 


With the approach the holiday season, girl’s interest 
centers largely around the making gifts. This interest 
may encouraged and the gift making become part 
the course sewing. Choice presents can directed 
that they may appropriate, dainty and practical. The 
problems involved making the gifts should follow the 
sequence work adopted for the school. There are numer- 
inexpensive but practical gifts which involve only the 
simplest processes sewing. few are suggested: Dress 
waist bag, padded dress hanger, sachets, napkin case, 
spoon knife case, duster and dusting bag for broom. The 
problems making require the running stitch, combination 
stitch, overhanding and hemming. Some fancy stitches may 
used desired, but are not all essential. 

The dress bag may full length for covering dress, 
half legnth for covering waist, varying lengths 
used for children’s garments. would probably well 
encourage slow pupil make the shorter bag. The 
materials used for this may plain white muslin lawn, 
daintly figured lawns, crepes silkolenes, depending upon 
personal preference and purse. Suggestions should given 
pupils help choosing colors and designs. The hard 
colored and bizarre patterns should avoided, even such 
articles. will require three and one-half yards material 
for dress case for adult, one and one-half yards 
for waist bag. The thread should correspond color with 
the material chosen. 


Directions for Making the Bag 


Bring the two cut ends the material together, having 
the right sides the material face each other. Seam along 
both sides, using the combination stitch one-eighth 
inch from the edge. This stitch made taking back 
stitch and two forward running stitches. Across the bottom 
turn hem one inch deep and hem; baste and fasten the 
hem with fancy stitch such feather stitch, chain stitch 
herring bone, done heavy thread. the center 
the top cut circular opening two and one-half inches 
diameter, through which the loop the coat hanger may 
slip. This opening may finished binding with har- 
monizing color ribbon, rolling and whipping lace 
buttonholing harmonizing shade silk. For 
binding use soft ribbon about three-fourths inch 
wide. Lay the right side ribbon and material together 
and sew around the opening with one-fourth inch seam 
cloth and narrow seam possible ribbon. Use 
the combination stitch. ends ribbon make one-fourth 
inch turning the wrong side and overhand ends together. 
Turn the free edge ribbon meet the seam the wrong 
side and hem down. desired, the upper corners the bag 
may turned down about three inches and caught with 
bows ribbon. 

The padded dress hanger may made ribbon 
material like the dress bag. The foundation may either 
wooden wire hanger. The hanger should well 
padded with cotton. strip material ribbon three 
times the length the hanger and one one and one-half 
inches wider than the hanger will required. Fold the 
ends the ribbon the center, wrong sides together, and 
overhand together along one side and half the other. 
casing should then made running seam three-eighths 
inch from the edge. This should done along the 
overhanded side and half, was the overhanding. Slip 
the hanger into place the cover and finish overhanding 
and casing. the center overhand the ends the ribbon 
together the loop the hanger. Punch eyelet 
each end the casing, run narrow ribbon, draw 
fit the hanger, distributing the fullness evenly, and tie 
the ends ribbon each end the hanger into bow. 

Dainty sachets may made with the bag and hanger 
overhanding together two two-inch squares ribbon, silk, 


satin material like covering hanger. When three sides 
are overhanded, plump out with cotton and put sachet 
powder and complete the overhanding. the center 
one side overhand small safety pin along the center its 
back. 

The napkin holder made from cretonne material 
equal weight. should heavy enough thoroughly 
protect napkins from dust. will require two strips six 
inches wide and twenty-two inches long cretonne, and 
four yards bias lawn; three-fourths inch fold, four 
yards ribbon for binding. Make dull point each 
end the cretonne and put the binding around entire 
strip, suggested the dress bag. bias lawn used, 
open one fold make the seam. the corners lay 
very small plait about one-sixteenth inch, fit the 
binding around the corner. Cross the two strips right 
angles each other, fasten snugly corners the square 
formed the Overhand adjacent sides together 
for space three inches, thus forming box. Put snaps 
and sockets opposite points strips. 

The spoon, knife fork case should made canton 
flannel outing flannel. Colors are preferable white 
because the sulphur used bleaching white goods tarnishes 
the silver. will require strip three times the length 
the article kept it. The width may deter- 
mined allowing one and one-half inches for each tea- 
spoon, knife fork and two inches for each tablespoon. 
Hem the bottom the strips. Turn one inch more 
than the length the article held, and baste posi- 
tion. Bind the three raw edges with tape, ribbon bias 
binding. Divide the large pocket formed into compartments 
the widths suggested above and stitch with the combina- 
tion stitch desired, with fancy stitch. Fasten tape 
ribbon the outside center that when silver 
place may rolled and tied.

Blackboard Relay 


The class seated, even number each row. The 
last player each row has piece crayon.

Corner Spry 


The players are divided into four groups, which are sta- 
tioned four corners the room. Four captains stand 
the center, each with bean bag, facing his corner 
players, who stand row. captain throws his 
bean bag the head player.in his row. The bag thrown 
back the captain, who tosses the next one, and 
until all the players have tossed. Then the captain calls 
“Corner Spry,” and runs the head the row, and the 
last player becomes captain. The group that first has all its 
players the captain’s place wins. 


Bag Pile 


The players are divided into two more equal parties, 
which line ranks. Near the front end each rank 
down the line. signal the first player each rank takes 
bag and passes down the line, sending the others suc- 
cession after rapidly possible. The last player 
the line upon receiving the bean bag lays the floor 
front him, and each bag reaches him piles 
the preceding one, thus making stack. Only the first 
one may touch the floor. The stack must able stand 
without assistance and the player who stacks the bags must 
help his task. Should the bags fall over 
any time the player must pick them and pile them over 
again. The line scores which first succeeds getting 
all its bags stacked. The last player, the one who stacked 
the bags, then carries them the front the line and 
becomes the first passer for the next round the game. 
The line wins which first scores 10, has been decided 
beforehand. 


Slap Jack 


All the players but one stand circle with the odd one 
the center. Those the circle bend their elbows, which 
should touch their sides, and extend their hands front 
with the palms downward. The object the one the 
center slap the hands any player the circle while 
thus extended. The circle players may bend the hands down- 
ward sideways, but may not withdraw the arms change 
the position the elbows. Anyone slapped this way 
changes places with the one the center. the schoolroom 
this played groups with the players seated, instead 
Two rows face each other form group. 
The one who “it” walks and down the aisle. 


Bean Bag Row Toss 


Arrange the players rows equal numbers. Number 
one each row has bean bag ball and the word 
“start” stands and throws the bag ball number two, 
who also stands the word “start.” Number two throws 
back number one and sits down, while number one 
throws number three, who stands soon number 
two seated. Number three throws back number one, 
and the game continues until number one has received the 


ball back from the last player the row. then lays: 


down the desk and runs the seat the last player, 
while all players move toward the front seat. Number 
two the row then becomes number one and tosses the 
ball his predecessor did. When the first number one 
reaches his original place calls scoring 
point for his row—and starts again. The row scoring the 
most points fifteen minutes wins.

THE SPANIARDS

Sable Island 


While the attempt establish settlement Sable Island 
not great importance, interesting observe the causes 
failure.

PORT ROYAL 


Port Royal settled 1604, was the first permanent French 
settlement. 

Well 
protected harbors were present, the mountains afforded some 
protection against the Indians. Lumber and iron were available, 
game abounded the forests; communication with France was 
easy. 

There were some conditions, however, that were opposed 
success Port Royal. Communication with the interior was 
not easy except way the St. Lawrence: the summers are 
too cold for. the most successful agriculture. The rivers 
the peninsula run north and south. The fur trade would there- 
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fore soon cut short. Being easily accessible from the Atlantic, 
Port Royal became field conflict between the English 
and the French. 

QUEBEC 

the junction the St. Charles and the St. Lawrence 
Rivers belt land the base quite precipice. Between 
the cliffs and the rivers the settlements Quebec was estab- 
lished. Considerations defense and good anchorage the 
lower St. Charles seem have been all important selecting 
this particular location.

The banks along the St. Lawrence are rocky and precipitous, 
presenting many places only bare surface. general, the 
soil about Quebec infertile, due glacial erosion. 

Success Quebec was determined largely the fur trade. 
There was easy communication river and lake with vast 
interior rich furs. Friendly relations were established with 
the Algonquin tribes whom the French exploited, but unfor- 
tunately they reaped the lasting emnity the Iroquois. 

‘In spite the natural advantages disadvantages Que- 
bec, its final success depended upon one individual. The love 
exploration and discovery, the missionary zeal, the fine cour- 
age, the unfaltering detcrmination Champlain, made Quebec 
successful colony. The history early Canada history 
individuals.

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THE TEACHING SPELLING THE ELEMEN- 
TARY GRADES. 


The average class teacher stands the midst many 
pressures. Numerous and insistent are the demands made 
upon her time and energy. almost impossible for her 
view the situation whole. Her point view 
obstructed. propose offer her here the necessary 
perspective. few decades ago, much time and energy 
were spent upon the learning least not upon the 
teaching spelling. few years ago, the pendulum had 
swung the other extreme with the consequent result 
that little power visualizing was acquired the child. 
this instance every instance lies 


neither extreme. “In medico stat virtuo.” hope 


means this survey point out mean between these 
two extremes; present more less detailed analysis 
the factors that make the structure our 
difficulties teaching spelling the elementary grades. 
Any adequate discussion this problem falls naturally 
into three divisions; (a) the time begin the teaching 
spelling, (b) the material that properly 
elementary spelling, (c) the processes involved teaching 
spelling. other words will consider when teach 
spelling, what teach, and how teach it. 

The first problem that presents itself for solution is, 
Why teach spelling all? teach children 
spell order enable them express themselves 
writing. teach Drawing, not that hope even 
desire make our pupils artists but that may open 
them another avenue expression. our ances- 
tors had not acquired the art writing, spelling would 
not have place our curriculum to-day. Since the child 
continually receiving impressions some sort, 
possessed ever present desire for expression. 
different times the life the race, various means have 
been employed this end: the crude picture the wall 
the cave, the beaded wampum belt the hand the 
savage, the oral word the lips the bard and finally 
the written word. Altho writing comparatively recent 
acquisition the race, yet would that should 
have advanced farther than have the art teaching 
spelling, all the subjects the curriculum the 
elementary school, spelling has probably proved 
greater disappointment to-day than any other, not only 
the child and the teacher but the public well, 
From every side comes the verdict that the teaching 
spelling the schools this country failure. 
spite the light that recent investigations the field 
pedagogy have shed upon the methods teaching the 
elementary school subjects, our boys and girls continue 
disappoint their spelling the most common words. 
men find the graduates our High Schools and 
Commercial Classes woefully deficient this branch 
study. Even College students are not immune the 
spelling plague. Many causes have doubtless contributed 
produce this condition but chief among them that 
teachers look upon the units that compose the subject 
matter spelling words rather than thoughts. 
This has led them shift the center attention 
the formal mechanical side the process. Such 
course provides little motive for the child, requires little 
skill the teacher and depends mainly upon mere repeti- 
tion and brute endurance the part the child for 
success. may well remind occasionally 
that are apt seriously disturb the balance our 
teaching power when shift the weight our efforts 
too often too far toward the mechanical side the 
teaching process usually the more drill the less thinking 
and the more thinking, the less need there will for 
drill. Where drill too much relied upon, memory 
load the result. Let not forgotten that the mem- 
ory only one faculty the mind and not construc- 
tive one that. 

When the child six enters school, has more 
less well developed spoken vocabulary. has greater 
less number functional word memories the audi- 
tory center his brain. These word memories lead 
him into understanding what people around him 
are saying. They are capable stimulating the cells 
his brain known the speech center.

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equip him with similar word memories the visual area 
his brain. She does this when she teaches him read. 
Since reading, silent reading least, thought getting, 
suffices for purposes reading the word picture 
sufficiently vivid call the appropriate thought. When, 
however, her purpose teach spelling, becomes 
necessary have the word picture vivid that the 
slightest error will detected once. How she 
accomplish this task. She may proceed either one 
two ways. She may associate the visual picture with the 
audidtory one and the end the year, the child will 
have almost many not many visual pictures 
had auditory ones the beginning the year.

ceed this way. If, the other hand, the teacher 
desires put the child possession the power 
grasp the thought behind the printed page with little 
expense mental energy possible then she will proceed 
widely different way.

After 
time there established connection between the vis- 
ual symbol and the thought. When this done the sight 
the word whole instantly calls the thought. The 
various words whole are then gradually differentiated. 
Not until such time this happens safe direct

Having then determined when begin spelling, let 
now turn our attention consideration what 
should constitute the subject matter spelling. Since our 
purpose is, saw, enable the child express him- 
self writting obviously the first thing must settle is: 
“What words will need the several grades this?” 
Doctor Franklin Jones, Head the Department Edu- 
cation the University South Dakota has contributed 
valuable piece research bearing directly this matter. 
used subjects 1,050 children drawn from the elemen- 
tary schools, above the first grade, from the States 
ois, Maryland, Iowa, and South Dakota. secured his 
material requiring these children write compositions 
suggested themes designed call into play their 
entire stock words. The number themes per stu- 
dent ranged from 105, the total number bring 
little over 75,000. The total number words recorded, 
counting each one many times was used, was 
approximately 15,000,000. The number different words, 
however, was only 4,532. this number 1927 42.5 per 
cent them, were used the children the second 
grade. The third grade pupils used 469 more words 
gain 10.3 per cent over the number used the 
second grade. From the fourth the eighth grade, 
inclusive, there were gains 9.8 per cent, 9.5 per cent, 
9.3 per cent, 9.3 per cent and 9.3 per cent respectively, 
over each preceding grade. Altho there were 1927 words 
listed for the second grade, yét one child used that 
number words. That number represents rather the 
entire field from which they selected their vocabularies. 
The average vocabulary was 521 per cent the 
entire number listed for the grade. Moreover only 
per cent the class used per cent the words.

The presentation these data threw that assemblage 
into consternation, dismay, and indignant protest. But the 
resulting storm vigorously voiced opposition was 
directed not against the methods and results the in- 
vestigation, but against the investigator who had pre- 
tended measure the results teaching spelling 
testing the ability children spell. terms scath- 
ing deunciation the educators there present and the peda- 
gogical experts, who reported the deliberations the 
meeting the educational press, characterized silly, 
dangerous, and from every viewpoint reprehensible, the 
attempt test the efficiency the teacher finding 
out what the pupils could do. With striking unanimity 
they voiced the conviction that any attempt evaluate 
the teaching spelling terms the ability the 
pupils spell, was essentially impossible and based 
profound misconception the function education. 

“Last month the city Cincinnati that same asso- 
ciation school superintendents, again assembled 
convention, devoted fifty-seven addresses and discussions 
tests and measurements educational efficiency. The 
basal proposition underlying this entire mass dis- 
cussion was that the effectiveness the school, the 
methods, and the teachers must measured terms 
the results secured.”

CONTRIBUTION? 

What use made this great contribution 
our devoted Sisters and teaching Brothers? what 
degree are their paintaking labors enriched the 
best that modern pedagogy has offer? the judge- 
ment the writer the best none too good for our 
splendid, self-sacrificing teachers.

The cost standardized tests but slight. many 
subjects single test paper may made suffice for 
the entire class having the questions copied upon 
the blackboard, the pupils their papers. This 
slight modification will not disturb the accuracy the 
measurements nor the use the results for purposes 
comparison any depreciable 

While this paper has pointed out the inadequacy and 
the general unreliability the common type curri- 
culum test which the teacher improvises rather hastily 
set questions ‘test the pupils’ mastery the 
subject-matter, and has enumerated the advantages

scientific standardized measurement, the inference not 
drawn that the old-fashioned type curriculum test 
suddenly thrown into complete discard. The 
latter not without merit its own. serves 
useful checking device. Furthermore, affords the teach- 
approximation—rough though be—of the pupils’ 
understanding given subject. should not, and 
fact, cannot yet dispensed with. 

But the discussion does disclose its unmistakable short- 
comings. other words, should valued for what 
is—a practical check upon the pupils’ application, and 
rough measure their mastery subject—and not 
credited with mythical values. decidedly does not 
furnish accurate index the pupils’ proficiency and 
hence too great weight should not placed the re- 
sults. rule does not diagnose the weaknesses 
class instruction, and consequently affords basis for 
the formulation remedial instruction. The common 
type improvised curriculum test, independently other 
informing factors, rarely furnishes sure basis for the 
drawing sharp line demarcation between promo- 
tion and failure. The results can practically never 
used for comparative purposes. The burden this paper 
therefore emphasizes the wisdom using scientifically 
prepared, standaardized educational tests supplemen- 
tary device furnish additional data, helpful for the 
teacher, which the improvised unstandardized curriculum 
test, its very nature, could not possibly secure. 

While preparing this paper, the writer had the oppor- 
tunity discussing this subject with Dr. Bucking- 
ham, former President the American Association 
Directors Educational Research, and one the greatest 
living authorities the derivation and use standardized 
scales and measurements. observation made Di- 
rector Buckingham the course our conversation 
seemed the writer worthy being relayed 
larger audience. Referring the fact that the Sisters 
were just beginning utilize standardized measurements, 
Dr. Buckingham expressed the belief that the Sisters 
after discovering their usefulness would probably become 
ultimately their most consistent users. 

For, with our devoted Sisters and Brothers teaching 
not casual occupation for few years but the con- 
secrated profession life time. Consequently, they 
more than teachers the transient character, are inter- 
ested utilizing every device which will enable them 
reduce their work scientific basis and will increase 
the efficacy their labors.

Standardized tests and measurements are being used 
every public school system consequence the 
country. not advisable for isolate ourselves 
from the great movements which stir their very depths 
the educational life our country. That way looms the 
Chinese Wall isolation and consequent misunderstand- 
ing. well for able translate our results 
into the same terms used others, speak common 
language, and measure our the 
standards the day. results, are confident, can 
redound only our credit. will afford oppor- 
once for all the citizens our country that which 
ourselves have known long, namely, the splendid un- 
surpassed character the products the educational 
labors our devoted teachers. 

Moreover shall have the advantage speaking 
them the only language they can understand—the 
language hard cold facts and actual results ob- 
jectively measured and verified. For, when the pains- 
taking labors and tireless zeal and unremitting toil our 
devoted and heroic Sisters and teaching Brothers are 
added the best offerings years patient educational 
research, there evidenced quality educational prod- 
uct which unsurpassed.

ing being more recently acquired art, not only with 
the individual but with the race, not ready 
tool communication speaking. This second grade 
list then constitutes the essentials the spelling task 
for least the third and fourth grades. Indeed 
the data gives evidence that these 1927 words form 
large part the real working vocabulary the written 
work all subsequent grades. From the standpoint 
usefulness this list worth many times much 
all the other lists combined. This fact significant 
determining our spelling material. 


Attention was next directed the evidence presented 
regarding the spelling these words. Practically every 
word was misspelled some one more pupils, yet 
the highest number misspelled any one pupil was 87, 
the lowest number 18, the average number words, 
misspelled the entire body children tested was 48. 
The words bearing the distinction being the most 
frequently misspelled were “which,” “their,” and 
“separate.” All four these words appear the second 
grade list. The very words that gave most trouble 
spelling were almost invariably found either the second 
the third grade list. Attention further called 
the fact that over nine-tenths all the words mis- 
spelled the 1,050 children tested were found these 
two lists. May not justified concluding from the 
evidence hand that our task not extensive 
would first sight appear be. Perhaps few words 
frequently misspelled have led into the assumption 
that many words have been misspelled. Considering ten 
the average number words drilled daily, may 
readily compute that approximately 12,000 words are 
out” during the elementary school course, almost 
three times the number ever used. If, instead, these 
troublesome, but most useful words were pointed out 
and effeetively dealt with these early grades, our 
handling the most dangerous spelling material would 
more efficient. 


Having seen the value the words comprising the 
second grade writing vocabulary let determine, 
possible, the source that vocabulary. Using Doctor 
Jones’ data basis writing vocabulary and the 
First and Second Book the Catholic Education Series 
the late Doctor Thomas Edward Shields the basis 
reading vocabulary, find that 593 words 74.5 
per cent the entire voacbulary the First Book were 
used children the second grade their written 
compositions. might noted this connection that 
these 593 words constitute 30.7 per cent the entire 
second grade writing vocabulary. When have mas- 
tered them have mastered more than one-fourth 
our problem. find too that 3.6 per cent, 3.6 per cent, 
per cent, per cent, per cent and per cent re- 
spectively, the reading vocabulary were used pupils 
the third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, and 
grades their written compositions. 127 words 15.9 
per cent the total number words the first book 
never entered into the writing vocabulary the pupils 
any grade. The remaining 1334 words did not come 
fromm the vocabulary the First Book. Consequently, 
they must have sifted from other sources, the vocabu- 
lary the Second Book and from the child’s own speak- 
ing vocabulary.

The Report the Proceedings and Addresses the 
Eighteenth Annual Meeting the Catholic Educational As- 
sociation, which was held Cincinnati, Ohio, June 27th, 
28th, 29th and 30th, 1921, makes volume 664 octavo 
pages, and issued paper covers, No. Volume 
XVIII the Quarterly Bulletin the Association. The 
meeting, which was more largely attended than any its 
predecessors, brought together representatives the im- 
portant Catholic educational interests the country 
large and gave great satisfaction participated. 
Public meetings and popular addresses were omitted, this 
allowing the time the assembled educators devoted 
exclusively consideration the special educational prob- 
lems which they were interested. 


Among the many scholarly and valuable papers read 
the sessions the Parish School Department, there was 
probably none relating practical problem greater 
current interest educational circles than that Rev. 
John O’Brien, Ph. D., director the Columbus Founda- 
tion, University Illinois, “The Pedagogical Value 
Educational Measurements.” The timeliness the topic 
beyond dispute. Within the past decade the use stand- 
educational tests, scales and measurements has been 
growing throughout the country such extent that the 
public school systems appreciable size not employing 
these modern services are the marked exception. Experi- 
ments innumerable this country and abroad have demon- 
strated preposterous degree variability the ratings 
given teachers the same examination papers. Nor 
was this confined subjects like literature, where the dif- 
ference might attributed idiosyncrasies taste. How 
often, under system uncertain its results, the pro- 
motion pupil, the honor graduation one hand, 
ignominious failure the other, might depend not 
the fated student’s work, but the accident whether 
his rating depended upon this teacher that—both teachers 
being competent, and both meaning perfectly fair! 


much for the unreliability markings public 
schools under the old haphazard system measuring edu- 
cational -products. “Is there any basis for assuming that

Children attending our 
parochial schools are brought Mass their teachers 
frequently, some cases daily; this goes for number 
years. many cases good habit seems have been 
acquired, particular devotion the Holy Sacrifice 
seems have been cultivated. school days are 
over how many these children, their own initiative, 
attend Mass with more less frequency 
how many never? And not this just the test every- 
one must consider reasonable? seems almost impos- 
sible that rational natures should attend Mass devoutly 
several hundred times, could grow grace such 
practice would necessarily ensure and the end all 
completely lacking love for those Divine Myster- 
ies not prompted continue the practice 
least occasionally. The record Catholic school gradu- 
ates this matter forces upon the conclusion that 
have still something learn about the proper method 
dealing with the subject classes religious instruction. 
Sometimes meet delinquents among the faithful. They 
have not been Mass for years and are not yet con- 
templating change. Not uncommonly 
dare explain that their dislike for attending church 
due having been obliged spend much time there 
when they were young. have used the word “dare” 
visedly, because almost instinctive with fervent Cath- 
olics resent such reasons being offered. Let not 
too sure, however. the peculiar grace every re- 
ligious function ceremony afford greater and 
interest years by, have habituated ourselves 
take part with becoming respect and devotion. 
one who believes the Christian dispensation can have 
any doubt this. the other hand, should child have 
had the misfortune taken frequently Mass and 
other devotional exercises, little nothing being done 
train him assisting thereat with becoming devotion, 
would not surprising all find growing revulsion 
against its must not forget all 
have been taught about the awful danger abuse grace. 

Ordinarily our good earnest Catholics consider the 
school giving the highest evidence efficiency and zeal 
when teachers succeed having the children present 
Mass every morning. Not uncommonly, perhaps, teach- 
ers themselves entertain the same conviction. shall 
bold enough give first warning teachers this 
point. The number Masses which children attend 
itself proof all. The number which they attend 
with real attention and devotion, that number ever 
small, somehting always take account of. Then, 
you find that your pupils attend with greater and greater 
devotion they advance school from one grade an- 
other, you perceive that their desire multiply Masses 
increases gradually with the completion one year after 
another, you have the consolation knowing that you 
are doing very, very work for God. What can 
do, therefore, promote this fervour, this devotic 
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spirit among the little ones committed our care? 

You have probably many times life been struck 
the spirit faith which animated congregation amid 
modest, uninspiring surroundings country church. 
Their conduct, the expression their countenance, their 
whole bearing was source edification. There was 
mistaking their sincerity and earnestness. That should 
produce equal results certainly asking very little. And 
still, with all the efficiency our parochial school system, 
with its wonderful organization, with its hours religious 
instruction and training, Sunday and week-day, should 
really surprised find the great majority our pupils 
accustomed after-life give example anything 
wholesome this. What the explanation? Have 
not the right expect that our adult Catholic popu- 
lation after entire youth Catholic schools should 
have cultivated devotion the Holy Sacrifice the 
Mass not less than obtained among the simple, uninstruct- 
faithful during the days persecution Ireland? 

suspect the answer that both Ireland and our 
quiet country parishes the influence parents has been 
the great power for good. They and they alone had 
look after this. The success our efforts, therefore, 
bring children that same standard devotion 
and reverence will depend largely upon the extent 
which enlist the co-operation parents our en- 
deavors. seems that teachers live constantly under 
the temptation supplant the parent instead con- 
fining themselves their plant duty assisting them. 


many places much done make the children’s 
Mass attractive. They are brought there rank, they 
are taught march gracefully the aisles; the music, 
perhaps, inspiriting rather than devotional; the sanc- 
tuary, boys file out colors rivaling variety splen- 
did pageant. Now, remember are training children 
assist Mass regularly and devoutly after-life. 
Will all this attractiveness really contribute the effect 
aimed at? not proverbial that the convert 
boarding academy rarely preseveres and this notwithstand- 
ing years waiting, instruction and salutary pre- 
cautions? During those years every religious exercise 
the church was attractive. was easy attend 
Mass and Benediction when everything connected there- 
with invited attendance. But from there the little 
church the country town, with its handful Cath- 
olics, with nothing the architecture, the ceremonial, 
the music, and the general associations the place 
inspire even entertain, how great the contrast. How 
terrible the disappointment! For similar reasons must 
very much guard lest all those inviting conditions 
with which surround the child’s Mass attendance 
during school days may only serve weary him 
occasions much more prosaic later on. one thing 
join the recitation public prayers with vigor 
and seeming ferovur when everything around leads there- 
to; something altogether different some years after 
preserve recollection and never fail respond 
every call, though there nothing but individual piety 
and sense responsibility prompt its accomplish- 
ment. 

Generally, may said that any method assisting 
Mass which cannot continued definitely the 
individual child after-life mistake, when imposed 
upon children regular practice. have mind 
certain parish where all the children the school 
were required attend Mass every day. The sisters 
accompanied them; five decades the Rosary were first 
recited; the remainder the time was spent singing 
hymns. This legitimate method assisting Mass. 
Was there any training all? Can said 
these children were being taught how assist Mass? 
When the time came for them leave school and de- 
pend upon themselves what might reasonably expect? 
those who were thoughtful enough have their 
beads with them, that they would spend ten minutes 
this exercise; the others, nothing—they would 
seen standing the back seated, without prayer- 
book, ready leave the first moment after the priest 
had come down from the altar, not before. Gregarious 
assistance Mass may some places and under cer- 
tain circumstances necessary evil; this the best 
that can said for it. Nothing but necessity can de- 
fend “the children’s Mass” feature Sunday ob- 


servance. Many parents, especially many fathers, have 
few hours spend with their children during the week; 
nevertheless will insist upon taking these children 
from them Sunday morning, when they have little 
free time and when the most solemn duty the week 
fulfilled. 

The suggestions this paper are purely nega- 
tive character; the next issue shall undertake the 
positive side the work and try outline methods 
that may used advantage.
